ITS IMMENSITY. 


Something of an idea of tho immensity 


of the building work now going on for 
world's fair pnrpOECS may be had from a 
description of the hotel «hich was con- 
structed for and is used by the laborers 
alone who are engaged in the work. The 
hotel ia commodious and comfortable, if 
not an impoainn itructnre. The dining 
room is 200 feet long and 44 feet wide, 
with table accommdations for 1500 
guests. North of the dining room is a 
wing 03 feet long by 44 feet wide, in 
which is the kitchen and Its necessary 
storage rooms. 


Directly over the dioingroom is a long 


dormitory along tbe sides ol which are 
arranged three tiers of bunks in a double 
row, 1200 in all, with the cheats for the 
clothing and personal effects of the men. 
The floor over the kitchen is di-.ided into 
separate rooms for the workmen who de- 
sire and can afford them. These rooms, 
are neatly and plainly furnished, and 
like the rest of the building are heated 
by steam. 
"The wash room, 50x30 feet, is on tho 
first floor, and above it ia the general 
Bitting room, from whoie windows is a 
fine view oi the lake. There ia a barber 
shop and bath room connected with the

fellow workmen in Great Britain. He 
knows that without the tariff his em- 
ployer canuol compete with tho employ- 
era of the old world without reducing bis 
wages to the aaiue standard that rules iu 
those countries, and no amount of free 
trade buncombe over the present trouble 
at the Carnegie works will convince him 
to the contrary.

The re- 
fineriei expect to turn out 318,000 
pounds of sugar every twenty-four honrs 
and will work night and day. 
The 


estimate oi the total output is 37,000,000 
pounds, upon which the government 
will pay a bounty of 2 cents per pound, 
or ?740 000. The inn will last from 70 
to 80 days, and the government's agents 
will be present every moment and weigh 
every pound of sugar turned ont. 


Last year a bounty was paid on 8,175,- 


438 pounds of sugar, so the probable in- 
crease will bo nearly 29,000,000 pounds. 
A force of 407 men was employed last 
year, while thia year the force of men 
will ba more than dnnbled, correspond- 
ing with tbe increased acreage, which is 
9814, as against 4192 last year. 


Where can there be found a, more 


striking example of a valuable industry 
promoted by protection than in the case 
oi beat sugar? When in a single state the 
output can increase in one year from 
8,000,000 pounds to 37,000,0000 pounds, 
with certainly no inere.se in the cost to 
the consumer, and the employment of a 
large amount of labor, it is a very strong 
argument tor the McKinley bill.

Tbe govern- 
ment baa gone into partnership with 
Carnegie & Co., and the government is 
theoretically the people. The govern- 
ment taxes'the public fpr the benefit of 
Carnegie & Co. on the implied condition 
that profits arbitrarily increased by law 
shall be divided with the workiug men- 
be given them in the form of increased 
wages and

employment. 


This implied condition has been the 
political argument used over and over 
again to justify the levying of taxea from 
the people at large to putrnoney into^thc 
pockets of private Individuals, 
that 


thie condition is regularly and remorw)- 
les«ly violated baa teen shown so often 
and to systematically that everybody 
ought bv this time to be convinced of its 
fraudulent character; nevertheless the 
Republican press has constantly asserted 
tbat it was being complied with it. Now, 
however, a great labor convulsion has 
given the lie to tbis monstrous imposi- 
tion, and the infamoue character of the 
false pretense hag been written in bloody 
letters large enough and plain enough to 
be read by the dnllest mind. 


The statement that one manufacturer 


attempting to reduce wages in one of his

"'But tbe consumer has to pay the 


tariff,' you say. Yes, hut the first grade 
jjpauiab raisins are consumed by the 
wealthy who cau well afford to buy them 
and wbo should be tased for neglecting 
to nuy the luscious product of Fresno 
and for Bending their money abroad. 
"I'oor people can'teatSpanish raiama. 


The Fresno raiain ia fcood enough for 
them and tbey don't have to pay a cent's 
taxation. You may whistle The Rogue's 
inarch through my whiskers if it doss'nt 
make me hopping mad to read the drivel 
that the Examiner and the other lop- 
Bided Democratic organs are printing 
nowadays on this subject. 


"I heard a man aay yesterday, who

A little experimenting haa recently 


been done on'these industiies in tbe 
way of tariff reducing. The claim was 
made ihfifc the Znnto currant, a small 
eeediesB raisin produced largely in Greece 
and adjacent islands where the laborer 
is n pauper, is a luxury of the poor in 
this country, aud tbe McrCinley hill ac- 
cordingly placed it on the freft Hat. The 
result has beoo, according to cuthentic 
ptatRmenta, that- tbe eastern markets 
hav» been flooded with thia European 
product, which was largely the cause of 
the fall down in the market for Galiior- 
nia raisins. Tliis mistake tho Republi- 
can party ia' bound by ita promises of 
protection to American 
industry 
to 


remedy without delay, while on the 
othr'r hand tho Democratic party stands 
committed by ita policy of universal 
cheapness to reduce or obliterate the 
tariff on Spanish raieins and other foreign 
dried fruits. Fresno, Merced, nor any 
other place in California can produce 
raiainB and dried fruits in open competi- 
tion with Spain, Turkey aud Greece.wHh 
their servile labor, glad to receive one- 
quarter the wages paid even to Chinese 
in California.

The Mer- 
ced woolen mills are not a great manu- 
facturing establishment, but they have 
made Metced more widely known than 
auy other industry. They furnish a mar- 
ket for a certain amount of Merced wool 
and Merced labor, and are tho nucleus for 
what may Eome day he an enterprise that 
will represent millions of capital and the 
products of which will be known in 
every hamlet in the United Statee. 


The free traders declare that the tariff 


on blankets and clothing should Ie re- 
moved, in order that the laboring man 
may be able to get tbe cheap English 
goods.and Eave the tariff tax which now, 
-they claim, goes entirely into the pocfc- 
•ets of the manufacturer. In tbct event, 
where will the Merced woolen mills "get 
off 1" If the tarifi" is removed from 
foreign goods, the Merced mills will 
either be compelled to get labor at the 
English rate or close down its business. 


And where will Merced be, with Ita 


orchards and vineyards made unprofita- 
ble by foreign -competition, its vast facil- 
ities for maimf act tiring on tbe Merced 
river-rendered useless, snd only a rD6ty 
and discordant free trade newspaper 
organ -lett to .grind out the mounri&l 
story of -the decline and fall of all its re- 
eoaroes, except the privilege of raising 
wheat to gopply cheap breed for the un-j 
derpaid labor of British manufacturers.?!

(or their statements.

Several bankers disputed the right of 


tho aesEBBOr lo tax money in hank, but 
the assessor maintained his position and 
called upon them to produce their books, 
the law authorizing him to examine 
them. 


XOT THK IllOHT BOOK'S. 


O. J. Woodward, of the First National 


bank, was the first victim selected to 
walk up to the captain's office and set- 
tle. 
A demand waa made upon Mr. 


Woodward to produce certain tnoka of 
the bank for investigation by the as- 
sessor. 


Mr. Woodward appeared yesterday 


morning with eome books, but the ono 
that Mr. Lyona wanted was not among 
them. Mr. Lyons demanded itf» pro- 
duction forthwith. Mr. Woodward held 
Up his hards in holy horror. 


"1 couldn't think of doing such a 


thing," said the banker. "Those books 
are sacred from t ift public gaze. They 
are like the proceedings of a secret EO- 
ciety, and I refuse to product! them."" 


tbeasaefsoraetatooieot o! the amount 
of money in bulk deposited in the bank, 
and that was all that ti« proposed to give 
concerning the deposits. 


"If there is anything prohibited under 


the law," eaid Mr. Churcb, ''it is this 
matter of double taxation. In the origi- 
nal law there ts nothing aft all that wilt 
toctch it, bat in the rules usaed by the 
state board, while they admit that in the 
case of loan and savings banks there is 
a special rule, they Beem to hold that all 
deposits not special deposits may be 
taxed to tho bank. I don't see why yon 
want to require the bank to show what i 
you can tind out from the depositors I 
themselves." 


Deputy Assetsnr WincheH said that 


the bank statement was not satisfactory, 
and he and the assessor wanted to see 
the books to verify the statements made 
by the hank olficers, "to see that their 
segregation is correct, and to ascertain 
whether they have given all that they 
ought to give." 


Mr. Church contended that the books 


which disc-logo the affairs of the hank's 
customers should not ba inspected. The 
assessor had a right to inspect the bank's 
hooka with reference to its own affairs, 
but not with reference to the private bus- 
ineas of its depositors. 


E. F. Oatman, cashier of the First Na- 


tional bank, was the next witness, lie 
waa asked questions simihr to those pro- 
pounded to Mr. Woodward, and he made 
similar replies, aud flatly refused to pro- 
duce the books demanded.

Hughes was in San Francisco looking 
for jars and that she had telegraphed 
Mrs. Smith tbat it would be better to 
buy them.

gether with a statement of the number 
of jars taken by each.

Sanger, declining the appointment of 
vice president for tbat place. Mrs. Cot- 
tie declined, owing to the pressure of 
other business npon her time. 


Mrs. K. T. Maxwell of Kingsburg re- 


ported the organization of a branch in 
tbat place, with herself as president and 
Mrs. L. Park ta vice president. She 
asked for information aa to jars, and the 
secretary was instructed to write to Mra. 
M»iwell, giving her the required inform- 
ation. 


The secretary waa instructed to write 


to Mra. Woqda and Mra. Paikhurat of 
Sanger, appointing them as a committee 
to carry on tbe work declined by Mrs. 
Oottle.

QUESTION. 


A Statement of Facts Submitted 


Yesterday to Judge 


Harris. 


A complaint and agreed statement was 


Bled intho anporior court yesterday by 
W. 8. Badger against T. P. Nelaon. 


Mr. Badger is a deputy in the county 


clerk's office and Mr. Nelaon the treas- 
urer of thia county. The object of the 
suit ia to decide the mixed deputy ques- 
tion—rather, to aecertaiu whether there 
ie uot a way for the county officials to 
employ neceeaary deputies without con- 
flicting with the recent decision of the 
supreme court in the caee of Dougherty 
against; Austin. 


The complaint begins with reciting 


thatT. P. Kelson, the defendant, is 
treasurer of ii'reeno county and A. 0. 
WiUiama, the county clerk. 


For many mouths past, continues the 


complaint, the county clerk hae had a 
large and increasing body of pnbltc 
work io do. For tbia purpose he has 
heretofore been allowed a certain n am- 
ber of deputies, who have been pa d out 
of the county treasury for the perform- 
,nce of said work. 


Under and by reason of the recent de- 


cision of the supreme court in the caee 
of Dougherty VH. Austin these deputies 
conld no longer be allowed to the county 
clerk for the performance of said clerical 
work in his office, and it is further al- 
leged that the county clem could not do 
all such work personally. 


On July 5, 1892, the board of super- 


visors in regular session, recpguiziog tbe 
foregoing facts and tho public necessity 
therefor, aa set forth farther on, entered 
into a contract with said W. S. Badger, 
by which the baard employed Badger to 
perform certain clerical work in the 
office of the county clerk. 


Badger duly entered upon the per- 


formance of Raid work in accordance 
with the contract, and thereafter on tbe 
8th of July presented a claim to the 
amount of $7.b1(J to the BupBrvison for 
his services, which were duly allowed by 
the hoard. 


The auditor ef the county duly issued 


to Badger a warrant upon the county 
treasurer for said sum, which warrant 
waa made out in le^al and proper form. 


The warrant WBB presented by Badger 


to T. P. Nelson, the county treasurer, 
who refused to pay it on the ground that 
the warrant was not legally and properly 
issued, in tbat the board of supervisors 
had no power to employ said W. 8. 
Badger, or to cause said work to be per- 
formed in the office of the county clerk. 


The complaint dllei?ea tbat it is neces- 


sary, for tie public benefit and for the 
best interests of tbe people of tbe county, 
that said clerical work should ba per- 
formed in the clerk's office, and that 
no] esa peraons are employed by tho 
board to perform anch work the business 
of tbe connty will suffer, and it will be 
impossible to carry on tbe public work 
of this connty. 


There is no provision of law now exist- 


ing by which this work can be performed, 
and a public exigency has arisen by 
which, if tbe said work is left undone, 
tbe public business will not be per- 
formed, and the public interests of the 
connty will suffer great and material 
damage. 


It IB therefore prayed tbat the conrt 


determine the legality of the employ- 
ment of said W. 8. Badfter and the 
validity of the warrant issued by the 
auditor and presented to the treasurer, 
and that judgment be issued accord 
ingly. Tbe complaint is signed by both 
Trnasursr Nelson and Deputy Clerk W. 
8. Badger.

W. W. Phillips, delegate to tbe Demo 


cratic national convention from tbis dis- 
trict, returned from bis trip to Chicago 
yesterday morning, looking aa bright ta 
a newly coined eagle and full of interest 
ing reminiecenceu. 


"We had an elegant time." said Mr. 


Phillips to a REPUBLICAN reporter, "in 
apite of the constant rain and tbe com- 
mercial spirit of ChicsgoanH, wbo tried 
to make aa much money out of the occa- 
sion aa possible. All wbo wore badges 


3 considered fair prey and were vic- 


timized in every conceivable manner, 


"I was fortunate in that I secured a 


room through our correspondent having 
to pay only $4 a day; moat of tbo others 
bad to pay $G and $7 a (lay for a room 
alone. The New Yorkers were particu- 
larly angry on account of this imposition 
tnd were loud in their complaints.- The 
World's Fair commisaion has taken 
the matter up, with a vie^v to prevent 
the same state of affairs during the ex- 
position. 


"The Wigwam, where wo met, had 


miserable recommendations, the roof 
leaking like a sieve, when it rained. 
The city also showed its inability to. en- 
tertain properly a very large number of 
visitors. To illustrate the enterprise of 
tbo Chicagoans, take the matter of 
tickets of admission to tbe convention. 
Each delegate waa allowed five; the 
rest, some eighteen or nineteen thou- 
sand, were Bold, some of them as high as 


!0 each. 
"Of course, tbe California delegation 


was solid for Cleveland; there waa no 
opportunity for tbat portion of the dele- 
f 


ation that favored Hill to do anything 
ar him. Cleveland being nominated on 
the first ballot, there was no chance for 
combinations or anything of that kind. 


Mr. Phillips epoke with considerable 


amusement of the trouble John P. 
Irish gave a few members of the Cali- 
fornia delegation. Irish addressed the 
crowd at various stations and seemed to 
the delegates referred to, to be making 
himself entirely too conspicuous. Chair- 
man Butler, to appease the jealous ones, 
appointed three speakers, who wera to 
address tbe people who might come to 
greet the delegation at the various sta- 
tions. Irish, of course, waa ignored. At 
Cheyenne, for instance, Phillips, White 
and Tatton spoke. At another station 
three others would speak to the crowd, 
aod so on. 
"Irish being a man of national reputa- 


tion and particularly well known in 
Utah, Dakota, Iowa and some other 
places, was invariably called npon by 
the people after tbe three speakers ap- 
pointed by Chairman Butler had fin- 
ished, to the disgust of the Hill men. 
Irish, of course, responded in his usual 
able manner. He did not seem nt all 
affected by tbe mental agony he was 
causing Billy Foote, Frank Moffitt and 
one or two others." Mr Phillips says 
that most ot the delegates were not at 
all put out by Irish's prominence. 


"A rather amusing incident happened 


at Ogden," continued 
Mr. Phillips. 


"Laura De Force Gordon was with the 
party and would speak now and then. 
She spoke at Oedan, and after abe had 
concluded came into tbe car where Foote 
was sitting. Seeing that he had hia 
slippers on ahe asked, somewhat sur- 
prised, whether he did not intend to ad- 
dress tbe people. 
"'I am not running a foot race with 


Mrs. Lama De Force Gordon and Mr. 
John P. Irish to see who shall speak to 
these people first.' answered Foote with 
immense dignity." 


Another diverting story is told by Mr. 


Phillips on Frank Moffitt. Near the Cal- 
ifornia delegation in the Wigwam there 
sat a fat man, evidently a h anger on of 
Tammnny, who shouted for liill till bo 
grew purple in tbe face. Moffitt seem d 
to bs deeplv moved by the man's enthn- 
jiaa, and finally went over to where the 
Tammany bowler was seated, and said 
pathetically: ''I'm with you, old man, 
but they've got me gauged here!" 


Mentioning tbe tariff plank submitted 


by the committee having that matter in 
chirge, Mr. Phillips stated that the Cali- 
fornia delegatiim supported it.' It was 
considered a straddle by many of tbe del- 
egates, however, and a vigorous fight was 
mads upon it, engineered by Wattarson. 
Tho plank waa tbe same adopted by the 
Democrats in national convention four 
years ago, which Watterson so strongly 
advocated. He was reminded of this, 
bat stated in answer that the time bad 
come when Democrats should avow their 
principles boldly and 
unequivocally. 


There was no need of a straddle now. In 
consequence the substitute of O'Neal of 
Ohio, which en-ears at the protective 
tariff, was adopted by the convention. 


Mr. Phillips met the Star-eyed God- 


deaae of Reform and many other,famous 
men, such as ex-Secretary of the Navy 
Whitney, ex-Mayor Grace of New York, 
Benat r Stevenson of Kentucky, Senator 
Daniels of Viruinia, Stevenson, the nom- 
inee for Vice President, and so on. He 
lias a high opinion of Whitney and 
Grace, and believes the former will be 
tbe nominee of tbe party for President 
four years hence. 
Senator Daniels of 


Virginia, Mr. Phillips, who ia a judge of 
fluch matters, considers was tbe hand- 
somest man at Chicago. He looks like 
Edwin Booth. 


"I met Congressman Geary of the 


First California diatiict at Chicago and 
asked him about Fresno's poetoffice 
building. 
Mr. Geary stated the bill 


would not be placed on the calendar this 
teasion, there being no money. No fur- 
ther appropriations for public buildings 
will be made this session. Tbe pensions 
committee wanted $7,000,000 more and 
Ur. Geary said the amount would be al- 
owed. Thia would shoot exhaust the 
public funds. Mr. Gear? succeeded In 
saving tbe bill appropriating 135,000 for 
a public building at Santa Rosa placed 
upon the calendar." 


It is tbe opinion of Mr. Phillips tbat if 


Cleveland should lose New York, it 
would ba made up by the loas to Harri- 
son of several ot tbenorthwestern states. 
Tbe Democrats and People's party have 
used, the former supporting thelatter's 
electoral ticket in return for the tatter's 
rapport of the Democratic state ticket. 
Thia, together with other- combinations, 
would throw tbe matter of the president- 
al election into the Democratic house, 
with the result of the election of Oleve- 
and. Mr. Phillips believes, however. 
;hat Tammany will prove loyal and 
Cleveland get New York. 


"Tbe headquarters of the Californiana 


yereat tha Auditorium," said Mr. Phil- 
ips, "and they were visited by many of 
he delegates from other states. Our 
3alifornia winea were very ranch liked

Twelve Mi leu to be Completed Thla 


Fall Toward* Fresno. 


The C. D. Davis mill will begin opera- 


tions in a few days on a contract of 
3,000,000 feet of lumber for the Pine 
Itidge flume. The company proposes to 
expend $100,000 thia fall on theflu'ne, . 
and it ia estimated that this sum will ba 
sufficient to build tho first twelve miles 
of the flume and pour the water into Dry 
creek canyon 
For thia dibtauco there 


will be two flumes, one a cubical boi for 
carrying the water for irrigation, aud on 
top of that will be the V shaped flume 
for the lumber. The water from that 
point will flow along Dry creek into the 
plains, whore ic will be utilized for irri- 
gation.

Folly of Allowing Commission Her- 


chantB UnreBtricted Liberty to 


Handle the Crop. 


EniTonTCErom,icAH.-Tbe letters which 


appeared in your issue signed "Raisin 
Grower," and also one signed "Veritas 
Vinifit," concerning a bond of honor, is 
in my judgment, and the judgment of 
the great maeees of raiuin growers, ut- 
terly impracticable. 


How can you bind 1500 raisin growers 


in Fresno county without a penalty? 
And as I understand the convention, the 
committee which was appointed at their 
last meeting was to draft some binding 
agreement which shall be signed by the 
packers on the one part, and by all the 
raisin growers in the fttate ot California 
ou the other part, fixing the lowest prices 
at which the packers will purchase and 
the raisin growers will sell. 


If this can be done it ia ns longer s. 


bond of honor, but it is a business con- 
tract which can easily bo enforced. The 
grower on his part will not attempt to 
sell at a less price than thut which he 
has agreed to, and as it is now agreed on 
all hands that the market is abundant, 
the packer, by a better system oi distri- 
bution, will Etop the present glut in the 
market; and we shall have no difficulty 
in the raisin packer, the raisin merchant 
and the raisin grower all getting a fair 
price for their raisins. 


There ia one feature in the present at- 


tempted organization which should be 
well ventilated in the columns of your 
paper, and which, unless brought into 
the compact, will eeriously affect the 
possibilities of making a successful com- 
bination between producer and packer. 
It is this: One packing house haa betm 
aronnd and secured an agreement with 
many of the largest producers of raiainn 
in the count; to the etl'ect that tbey 
lodge their raisins with the firm for 
marketing, giving them tbe right to 
market them in the east at any price 
they may see fit without reference to 
their customer, tho grower. 


This allows this firm to go into tb* 


market in competition with the pro- 
dpcerand sellatjuat what price they 
like, without reference to the producer. 
It will therefore be absolutely necessary, 
in order to make a binding contract, that 
iheae packers should be included in any 
agreement which may be arrived at. 


No language fa strong enough to des- 


cribe ^ the folly of the raiein grower 
allowing a commiision merchant to 
handle his goods, without fixing a mini- 
mum price which he, tbe grower ia to 
receive, particularly as there are or 
flhonld be in every co inanity numbers 
of co-operative packing houses, which if 
properly handled, ahould give the grower 
tbe outside eastern market price for all 
his produce, thus avoiding profit aud 
commUsion. to.an irresponsive packer.

Ten and one 
half months after tbe eyndicafe agree 
ment was made E. W. Chapman was 
compelled to raise money to keep 
his land from bfing eold under foreclos 
ure of f jnr mortgages, amounting toove 
f53,OiH), and he entered into an agree 
ment with Hughes that, if Hague 
would furnish him with $50,000 he would 
make a trust deed to R. L. Dixon in 
trust lor E. W. Chapman and Thomas 
E. Hughes, and allow Uogbea to sell his 
land. K. \V. Chapman was to receive 
$150,0i)0 aud one hali of all over that 
amount which Hughes might sell tho 
land and stock for, and Hughes to have 
one-half of the profits.

Joaqain river which they were anxious 
to dispose. W. S. Chapman also held 
what we may term, although it hardly 
amounted to that, en option on some 
5000 acres of land belonging to one Mc- 
Ewen. W. K. Cbapman, being heavily 
involved, waa not able to exerciee this 
option. 


Thomas-E. Hughes, a large operator 


in lands at Fresno city, had been enc- 
cesafnl in subdividing and selling laige 
bodies of land near Fresno city. Ac- 
cording to E. Vf\ Chapman's testimony 
he was anxious to get Mr. Hughes in- 
terested on the north aide of the river 
and in connection with his own lauds, 
for the reason, doubtless, that he thought 
Hughes would be instrumental in ad- 
vancing the. sale of bis own lands at 
guod prices.' With this object in uew 
he saw Hughes, pointed out tbe ad- 
vantages of an agreement which, they 
afterwards entered into, and finally in- 
duced Hughes to buy this McKwen land 
which Chapman was not able to take. 


It was understood that if Hughes 


bought tbe three would pool their lands, 
as was afterwards done. Donbtleen one 
of 
the 
inducements considered 
by 


Hughes in buying was the fact that he 
would be interested in the sale and man- 
agement of the Cbapman lands. Hughes 
did buy and, 1 thint, without any idea 
on the part of any of the three but that 
the land waa to bo bis absolutely. I do 
not think it was at all intended or 
thought that Hughes waa to pay the en- 
tire 
purchase 
price ot tba lands, 


not for himself, but for a partnership 
coneiating of himself and two others. 
One of tho results of this would have 
been, that had no part of the land bees 
Bold during the two years, then Hughae 
would probably have had only a one- 
third interest in it. 


But we need not look beyond the 


terms of the syndicate's agreement to de- 
termine tbe legal relation of the different 
parties to this McEwen land. It recog- 
nizes tbe land as belonging to.Lluqbea, 
and expressly states tbat the titles to the 
respective lands are to 
re-main tin- 


changed. 
By whatever 
name 
thia 


agreement mar be known, whether part* 
nership, syndicate, pool, it is not •per- 
haps important, seeing that the parties 
thereto have carefully and clearly de- 
fined and limited the extent of their new 
relation to each other by the instrument 
creating the relation. 


Had the parties intended to contribute 


their respective lands to a partnership. 
It WQold hate been easy for them to have 
used appropriate words to convey th«t 
meaning. Instead, however, we eeaieh 
tbe instrument in vain for any such ex 
preesion; on the contrary, they ex- 
pressly reserve the title to their respect- 
ive lands. 


If there is any partnership it is not in 


the lands, bat in certain net proceeds 
fiowine from the sale of Itndsin certain 
defined proportions for a stipulated time. 


siiion. From th* evidence it seems that 
the parties all acted upon thetheory that 
the agreement of August 31, 1^<, had 
been abrogated by the two subsequent 
agreements. The accounting to be had 
tberfcfore need not include any sales 
made after the date of June 20,1S5S. _ 


One word in conclusion: The injustice 
f allowing Hughes to sell the whole of 
Chapman's lands and retain hia own hae 
been suggested. This is something, it 
rue, which the parties in making the 
•ontract could have provided acainst; 
*eidefl, the Chapmans had the same 
right to sell »11 ol Hughes' lands and not 
heir own, but in the absence of fraud, 
and none has been suggested, the court 
will not interfere whh lawful contracts. 
Courts will enforce.bnt cannot make con- 
jacte for parties.

Mr. White also agreed to subscribe for 


the book, promising to pay ?IS therefor. 


Tho euit was brought In 
Justice 


Orichton'H court. It happens, however, 
that the justice is also on the company's 
list as an aspirant to fame, and be being 
in the same position as Supervisor 
White, is not qualified to ait in the case. 


Tha case cannot be heard by Justice 


Prince for the same reason. What cem- 
plicates tbe thing still more is tbe fact 
that most of the lawyers in town are said 
to have either subscribed for the book 
or to have made contracts by which they 
were to receive a due share of fame in 
return for hard cash. 


Let it be granted there is a justice of 


tbe peace in the county who ia not in tbe 
toils and tbat tbe case is decided by 
him. If it bo appealed by the defeated 
party it is likely that neither of the su- 
perior judges wiil be qualified to pass on 
the matter, for both are reported to hava 
subscribed for the book and to haw re- 
fueed it on the ground of its worthless- 
ness.

likeness at all," said the supervisor. 
"The company's agent, one Harrison, 
uttniu to me and spoke of the proposed 
publication, saying they intended to 
write a complete description of the 
county, interspersed with biographical 
sketches of the prominent men. 


"He stated that the work would be 


firat class, one of the finest of the kind 
ever 
issued, 
and 
that it would 


ne the best advertisement the county 
has ever had, and eo on. He assured 
me tbat it waa intended to write me up, 
(us well as othere) being the oldest 
raisin-grower in the county and a promi- 
nent official, but that tbe work would be 
4 very expensive one, ai.d be hoped I 
would help him oul. This I readily 
agreed to do to the extent of tho sum 
sued for and subscribed for the book be- 
sides. 


"When I received the book I saw it 


was altogether without literary merit, 
and not what it was represented it would 
be, and of course refused it."
